ton, Fairfield, who was wounded at 
the front in Korea on October 5 
now is In an army hospital in Japan 
from which he ma v be brought back 
to the United States in a month or 
two.

Preston, who had a bone in his 
right leg splintered by an enemy 
rifle bullet while he was fighting in 
the front lines October 5, wrote his 
mother from a hospital in Japan 
and his letter telling of his battle 
wound arrived a few hours before 
the official Department of Defense 
telegram last week. 
Another letter, received Tuesday 
by Mrs Preston, was written by her 
son in the same hospital in Japan 
Reporting that his wound is not 
healing as well as expected, he told 
his mother “another operation” was 
to be performed October 13. 
Preston, who attended Gettysburg 
high school for two years, w as em­ 
ployed at the Fairfield shoe factory 
before he entered the armed Tureen 
lust February 21 He was home for 
a visit in August and then wa.s sent 
to Korea. M n. Pickton does not 
know how long her son had been in 
action at the front before he was

WATER SYSTEM 


Th* third project in the $109,000 
improvement program of the local 
water system ha* been completed. 
Manager John H. Long announced 
today. 
The current project consisted of 
using gunnite —- concrete set under I 
pressure, to put a two-inch con­ 
crete lining over a reinforced wire 
screen inside the two settling basins 
it the water works along Marsh 
creek The two basins hold 150,000 
ballons of water and allow the sedi­ 
ment normally in Marsh creek to 
settle before the w'ater is pumped 
inside the water works for treat­ 
ment. 
First project of the development 
plan was the placing last year of 
a new transmission line from the 
plant to the western part of town.

France marked the day by giving | 
the U N. a golden key to the palace 
which will be the world organiza­ 
tion’s home in November.

U N. Secretary General Trygve Lie 
the key to the Palais de Chaillot 
where the General Assembly will 
open its sixth session November 6. 
The Palais will officially become the 
property of the U.N. November I 
for as long as It is needed. 
As the blue U N. flag was hoisted 
over the building, Schuman said he 
hoped the psychological atmosphere 
of France would help the 60-natlon 
organization along the road to peace.
